On December 12003, theGeneral Fund cash balance closed
ata negative $185.0 million. The negative balacwetinued
until December 15, 2008/hen the balance closed at a positive
$35.2 million. The General Fund cash balance reached it
monthly low of a negative $200.3 million on Decemlidr,
2003.
